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MAS. SNYDER'S TALE 
OF MURDER 15 READ 
INTO TRIAL RECORD 


Stood in Hall, After Kiss, 
Is Alleged Confession; 
Heard Blow Struck. 


FEARED HER HUSBAND, 
HER STATEMENT SAYS 


Gray’s Reported Admission, 
in Which He Blames 
Woman, Is Reached. 


New York, April 26 (By A. P.).— 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder’s confession that she 
joined with, Henry Judd Gray, her 
clandestine lover, to “get rid” of her 
husband, Albert Snyder, and stood by 
while “the job” was done, was read 
into the record today at the trial of 
the woman and man. Just before 
court recessed until tomorrow the way 
was paved for the introduction of a 
confession attributed by the police to 
Gray. 

The confessions have been repudiated 
by the defendants on the ground that 
they were obtained under duress and 
coercion, and the legal strategy of the 
trial thus far developed has been an 
apparent effort of each to place the 
blame of the slaying of Snyder on the 
other. 

Mrs. Snyder's confession was read by 
George V. McLaughlin, former New 
York police commissioner, who ap- 
peared as the people’s star witness to 
tell of admissions made to him by Mrs. 
Snyder and Gray of a part in the kill- 
ing. 

Two Pages Not Signed. 

Mrs. Snyder’s attorneys objected vig- 
orously, but ineffectually, to the ad- 
mission of the document when it was 
discovered that two of its pages did 
not bear the signature of Mrs. Snyder 

The confession detailed that relations 
between the husband and wife had 
been strained over a period of years 
and Snyder had threatened to take 
her life She had discussed this with’ 
Gray, the document recited, and he had 
asked her if her husband “really meant 
It.” Snyder told her he would do any- 
thing in a fit of temper. The two agreed 
that they would have to “get rid of 
him.” 

“If my husband had not threatened 
to take my life we would not have 
thought of taking his,” she was quoted, 
“I was in love with Mr. Gray and he 
loved me.” \ 

The statement recited in detail plans 
for the commission of the crime and 
finally told of Gray’s presence in the 
house on the return of the defendant 
with her husband and daughter from a 
party. 

“Kissed Me”—and Slew. 

With her co-defendant advised that 
her husband was asleep she said, “he 
kissed me and walked into my hus- 
band’s room. I waited in the hall and 
heard a thug. I saw Gray tie my hus- 
band’s hands behind his back.” 

Former Commissioner McLaughlin 
told of Gray’s statements in connection 
with the crime. The former police of- 
ficial attributed to Gray statements 
connecting Mrs. Snyder with the actual 
commission of the crime. Gray said 
in substance, according to McLaughlin, 
that when he attacked the sleeping 
man, Snyder offered some slight resis- 
tance and grabbed Gray “by the neck- 
tie,” causing him to drop the weight.

Floyd Hewitt Found Guilty of 
Killing Child; Goes to Chair 
August 10. 


TAKES SENTENCE CALMLY 


Jefferson, Ohio, April 26 (By A. P.) — 
Floyd Hewitt, 16-year-old Conneaut 
boy, must pay with his life for the 
murder of 5-year-old Frederick Brown 
last February 14. 

A jury found him guilty of first- 
degree murder without a recommenda- 
tion of mercy after deliberating one 
hour and five minutes today, and Judge 
Charles Sargent immediately sentenced 
him to die in the electr’': chair at 
Ohio penitentiary on August 10. 

A show of emotion as the panel filed 
in and as the foreman read the verdict 
was visible in the faces of all within 
the courtroom railing except the ac- 
cused young man. 

Hewitt stood up gauntly to hear the 
verdict. But he did not bat an eye as 
the jury pronounced his fate. 

In contrast to her son, Mrs, Olive 
Hewitt, who had spent every day at the 
defendant’s side and who was his prin- 
cipal” witness during the ‘trial, col- 
lapsed as the verdict was read. She 
was hysterical. Attaches carried her 
from the courtroom. 

Even the assistant prosecutor, H. J. 
Redmond, whose impassioned plea for 
the death penalty was partly responsi- 
ble for the verdict, broke into tears and 
wept audibly.

One U. S. Sailor Dying as 
Result of Attack on 
the Penguin. 


CANTONESE WARSHIPS 
SHELL PUKOW FORTS 


Soviet, Peking Asserts, Has 
Spent $10,000,000 Aiding 
Radical Uprisings. 


Shanghai, April 26 (By A. P.).—Act- 
ing as a convoy for the steamers 
Tungwo and Tuckwo down the fiver 
Yantgze, the United States auxiliary 
Penguin, was subjected to a heavy and 
persistent fire last night from the 
south bank of the Yangtze river, mid- 
way between Nanking and Shanghai, 
occupied by the Cantonese. 

A number of bluejackets aboard the 
Penguin were wounded, one it is 
thought mortally. This attack proved 
to be the most serious affair that any 
of the American warships have sus- 
tained since they appeared in Chinese 
waters. 

Immediately the Penguin opened up 
with machine guns and rifles, and the 
Cantonese replied with field pieces; 
whereupon the Penguin brought her big 
guns to bear upon the Chinese, who 
finally desisted. 

The American destroyer Paul Jones 
also was fired on, but from the north 
bank of the river, where the north- 
erners control. Investigating another 
attack, the U. §S. destroyer John D. 
Ford and the British destroyer Cock- 
chafer discovered six Cantonese gun- 
boats all ready for action. 

The Cockchafer was fired on later 
from the south bank of the river, and 
opened up with a heavy shrapnel fire, 
which was kept going most of the day. 

Hankow Drive Rumored. 


While northern Chinese forces have 
met with reverses in an attempt to 
cross the Yangtze river from Pukow 
into Nanking, the seat of Chiang Kia- 


Shek’s newly founded moderate Can- 


tonese government, there are rumors of 
a concentration of northerners for an 
attack on Hankow, the stronghold of 
the radical Cafitonese faction. 

Fighting between the northern forces 
in Pukow and the southern troops in 
Nanking, which has been in progress 
for a long time, reached the climax 
last night when the northerners, crowd- 
ed into a score or more of boats, at- 
tempted to cross near the Nanking 
forts. A searchlight revealed their ap- 
proach and a heavy fire was opened 
upon them. Reports reaching Shanghai 
say that 2,000 northern soldiers per- 
ished when the boats were sunk by the 
Cantonese shells. Details are lacking, 
and it is difficult to find confirmation 
for this report. 

A fierce battle was also fought last 
night between five war craft of the 
Nanking Cantonese and the northern 
batteries in Pukow. The firing lasted 
for hours, but without decisive results.

New Orleans, April 26 (By A. P.)-— 
Gov. O. H. Simpson tonight issued @ 
proclamation declaring that a public 
emergency exists and ordering the cre- 
ation of an artificial break in the levee 
of the Mississippi river near Poydras, 10 
miles below the city, at noon Friday, 
April 29. 

The break was ordered to save the 
half-million inhabitants of New Or- 
leans at the sacrifice of 100,000 acres of 
fertile lands below the city. 

A general evacuation has been or- . 
dered in the parishes of St. Bernard 
and Plaquemine before Friday that the 
levees may be cut to insure the safety 
of the city at the expense of the farm- 
ers and trappers. 

Violent opposition te the plans, 
aroused at the first annoumcement to 
citizens of the parishes, were trans- 
formed this afternoon at a mass meet- 
ing into a desire for adequate compen- 
sation for the sacrifice. Trappers who 
came to the meeting armed with con- 
fidence and shotguns returned to their 
patrol of the levees to remain there un-+ 
til they receive their “guarantee.” 

A break in the levees somewhere 
along the line in Louisiona is im» 
minent and sifice a crevasse above the 
city of New Orleans would result in 
great losses of property, an artificial 
break should be made below here in 
the vicinity of the 1922 crevasse at 
Poydras, a committee of engineers de- 
cided at a conference late today. 

The entire Louisiana national guard 
was ordered out tonight by Adjt. Gen. 
L. A. Toombs. The order, Gen. Toombs 
said was a precautionary measure to 
meet any possible developments in the 
flood situation. 

Evacuation Under Way, 

Braithwaite, La., April 26 (By A. P.). 
With a general evacuation of St. Ber- 
nard end Plaquemine parishes under 
way, a mass meeting of citizens was 
held here today to protest against the 
creation of a crevasse at Poydras une 
less'more satisfactory terms for reparae 
tions be agreed upon. 

Telegrams were sent Maj. W. H. Hol- 
combe, United States engineer in 
charge of the fourth district, Gov. O. 
H. Simpson and the Mississippi 
river commission, protesting against 
the proposal to cut the levee line at 
Poydras. 

“However,” the telegram said, “if it 
should be determined by you that the 
levee shall be cut at Poydras, before 
granting permission for this action, 
we urge that you obtain a more sub- 
stantial guarantee than has been of- 
fered us that the people of these two 
parishes will be compensated for the 
terrible consequences.”’ 


Telegrams of Protest 


The telegrams of protest came from 
@ committee delegated by the citizens 
of the two parishes with full power to 
act in the emergency. 

While some citizens were bitter in 
their denunciation of the action, others 
took a more liberal view. The general 
desire was, however, that satisfactory 
financial arrangements be- worked out 
before the levee be cut. A burly trap- 
per, sitting near the rear of the hall, 
expressed the sentiments of the meeting 
apparently when he cried: 

“Git ’em by the cash! Git ’em by the 
cash.”

of Pennsylvania avenue were dis- 
cussed tentatively yesterday as means 
for future traffic congestion relief in 
the triangle, by officials concerned 
with the building plan. 

In connection with the arched traf- 
fic way feature through the buildings, 
possibility of joining new buildings in 
a broken triangular wall extending 
from the proposed Department of 
Justice structure at Fifteenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue, continued | 
by the Commerce structure from E 


along B streets, taking in the Archives, 
Labor, Utilities and independent of- 
fice structures to the Internal Rev- 
enue building at Tenth and B streets, 
was mentioned, but no definite action 
was taken. 

Under present conditions an architec- 
tural structure such as this, resembling 
in an irregular way, the Paris Louvre, 
with the District, Southern Railway 
and Postoffice buildings, all of differ- 
ent types of architecture and fronting 
the Pennsylvania avenue side of the 
building wall, would add to the sight- 
liness of the plan, it was explained. 
While it was admitted that the possi- 
bility of District government activities 
moving from without the triangle, pos- 
sible elimination of the Southesn build- 
ing, and a new Postoffice building 
might make this idea a splendid reality 
at some distant date, the question of 
utility was responsible for tentative 
consideration of such a plan. 


Basement for 4,000 Autos. 


The former consideration, conferees 
explained, is worth study, as the arched 
traffic ways through buildings would 
provide egress and ingress for the 20,- 
000 Federal employes who will work 
within the triangle. Basement under 
the interior plaza would also form a 
parking place for the estimated 4,000 
autos of the workers. - 

Conferees said, following the meet- 
ing last night, however, that such a 
plan would be very costly and that 
excavation might run below water- 
level in certain places. In view of 
expense, primary attention will be di- 
rected primarily to widening the in- 
tersection of Fifteenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, which may in- 
volve utilization of space fronting the 
District building for car traffic divert- 
ed from Fifteenth street to Fourteenth. 

While no definite action was taken on 
this matter, Maj. Carey H. Brown, 
engineer officer of the National Capital 
park and planning commission, and 
Charles W. Eliot 2d, its city planner, 
will prepare plans immediately with 
this possibility in view. 

Treasury, fine arts and park and 
planning commissioners will confer re- 
garding them and submit a recommen- 
dation to the public buildings com- 
mission within a week or ten days.

I deeply appreciate the willingness of 
the commissioners to cooperate in per- 
son with the school board, for it is 
only through this cooperation that 
anything of value may be ~ accom- 
plished.” 

Dr. Ballou, accepting the building, 
outlined its history since 1900, giving 
its present capacity as 1,100 students. 
He emphasized facilities for character 
training as well as for accomplishment 
of technical ability. 

The change in educational policies 
during a quarter century, and the 
change in public sentiment, formerly 
inimical to industrial and technical 
training, was traced by Assistant Su- 
perintendent Wilkinson, who stated 
that enrollment in colored schools for 
higher education here had increased 
from 500 to 3,400 under this influ- 
ence. 

Dean Dwight O. W..Holmes, of the 
school of education of Howard uni- 
versity, spoke on “The Citizenry and 
the Schools.” Special properties of the 
new building were explained by Lewis 
W. Harris, municipal architect. Musi- 
cal numbers were furnished by. the 
Armstrong orchestra and chorus, un- 
der diréction of Ernest Amos, and by 
Miss Estelle Pinckney. 


CIVIC GROUP OPPOSED 
TO MARRIED PUPILS 


Georgetown Association Is 
Against Matriculation of Such 
at Miner Normal School. 


The Georgetown Civic association 

went on record last night, at a meet- 
ing in the Phillips school, as opposed 
to matriculation of married persons in 
and graduation of married persons 
from Miner Normal school or from 
senior high schools of the District of 
Columbia. Appointment of married 
women to teacherships in the elemen- 
ary grades also was opposed. 
. The resolutions further requested 
the board of education to fix the time 
limit for entrance to Miner normal 
school not to extend beyond one year 
from graduation from the senior high 
schools. This resolution was-‘aimed at 
persons who enter college at the con- 
clusion of high school courses and come 
to the Miner Normal school after col- 
lege graduation, entering into competi- 
tion for teacherships with high school 
graduates of less maturity. 

Another resolution asked the board 
of education to have inserted in the 
next educational budget, provision for 
two third-story wings to Francis Junior 
High school, and a rear portion housing 
additional classrooms, # music room, 
a visual education room, an adequate 
cafeteria and two gymnasiums. The 
request was based on an expected en- 
rollment of 1,000 next year.

HAVE FUNDS, HE ASSERTS 


The policy adopted by Clifford Lan- 
ham, superintendent of trees and park- 
ing, to use all money appropriated by 
Congress for his work for spraying and 
care of established trees and to divert 
none of it to plant new ones, became a 
subject of debate in the District build- 
ing yesterday.

He 
returned to ivia in 1886 to manage 
the affairs of a large importing and 
exporting company. He was selected 
in 1889 to be presiderft of the Banco 
Hipotecario, a large financial institu- 
tion of La Paz. He was at one time 
minister of finance and also secretary 
of state.

She was rescued from 
death by James Landi, of 3641 Newark 
street northwest, and Isador Posner, of 
4519 Ninth street northwest, who 
jumped into the basin when they heard 
Mrs. Heath’s screams for help. 

After the third attempt, police said, 
Mrs. Heath left the city for several 
weeks. Yesterday her name again ap- 
peared on police records as a would-be 
suicide.

Arkansas City, on the Mississippi river 
below Helena, was reported under from 
7 to 14 feet of water, with 3,000 refu- 
gees on the levee and about 3,000 ma- 
rooneéed in the lowlands. The Red Cross 


Lumber Co. and the Thane Lumber Co. 
17,000,000 feet of lumber were damaged 
or swept away in the flood. It was es- 
timated that the loss to the town would 
approximate more than $1,000,000. The 
Associated Press correspondent, Ben F. 
Meyer, arrived here early today, from 
Greenville, Miss., aboard the Red Cross 
steamer Tennessee, which continued on 
to Memphis, without taking on any 
refugees. 

Three seaplanes came in yesterday 
with food and another arrived today. 
A few of the refugees have fever and 
there was a shortage of baby food, but 
the situation in the town proper did 
not appear to be alarming except for 
sanitation conditions.

Sprater was working in the wrong 
set of feeder switches and the inves- 
tigators believe that he was misled into 
doing so because the switches, which 
are in sets of three, are not marked off 
into sets plainly enough. Kern is said 
to be considering reporting to the com- 
mission a recommendation that the 
arrangement be changed to provide 
greater safety for operators.

Late yesterday they said he could not 
last through the night. 

Since noon last Thursday Boothe has 
lain with arms, legs and lungs par- 
alyzed. The attack came as he was 
about to undergo an operation for a 
dislocated vertebra, the result of an 
automobile accident last May. Imme- 
diately, loyal friends were summoned 
to his aid, and a desperate fight with 
odds against them began. Working in 
shifts they have raised and lovvered the 
boy’s arms in a ceaseless rhythm, liter- 
ally forcing the lungs to breathe. 

He smiled several times and seemed 
better able to bear the constant rais- 
ing and lowering of his arms. Several 
times he asked questions about his 
home and his family.

White House Secretary Re- 
ceives Formal Plea on Renom- 
ination From Magazine. 


COOLIDGE IS UNLIKELY 
TO ANSWER, IS VIEW 


Traditions of American Poli- 
tics Cases of Grant and 
Roosevelt Cited. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

The anticipated effort to draw from 
President Coolidge his intentions with 
respect to the third term, came yes- 
terday from the Forum magazine, one 
of the serious group of monthly peri- 
odicals, and from the pen of John Car- 
ter, described in the announcement 
merely as a New York journalist, but 
said to be a member of the Sunday 
staff of the New York Times. 

The letter was presented to E. T. 
Clark, personal secretary of the Presi- 


dent, late yesterday afternoon, by Ed- 
ward C. Aswell, secretary to Henry 
Goddard Leach, editor of the Forum. 

The presentation, it was believed last 
night, will be about the only ripple 
which the letter will make on the sur- 
face of the political sea. Mr. Clark 
last night said that he did not know 
whether he would present the letter 
to the President, but those who have 
watched the policy of silence which 
the President ‘has observed for the 
term of his administration were con- 
fident last night that even if it should 
reach the executive desk a formal let- 
ter of acknowledgement would be the 
extent of any reply that it might at- 
tract. 

The epistle lacks in authority what 
it may carry in substance and in a 
desire to relieve the curiosity of some 
several presidential candidates and 
many minor politicians. It was stated

letter is not the one of which there 
have been hints of late. 

Political enemies of the President 
and friends of his rivals, who had dis- 
cussed such a move, would have used 
a bigger mame had they believed the 
time ripe for such a piece of strategy. 

Judging from the past actions of the 
President, and in such matters as this 
letter, what has gone before is an ac- 
curate guide, the Forum questions will 
get no answre whatever. The Presi- 
dent more than once has let it be 
known that he did not intend to be a 
party to the endeavors of those be- 
lieved by him to be seeking publicity. 

His answer would, it is believed, be 

the same, no matter who the author 
of such a communication might be, un- 
less the time arrives when he desires 
such a letter written in order that he 
may have the opportunity of making a 
reply. 
An abstract of the Carter letter, 
made public here, includes the follow- 
ing information as to the contents of 
the missive: 

“A letter from the Forum magazine, 
challenging President Coolidge to de- 
clare his position on the third term 
was left at the White House today by 
the secretary of Henry Goddard Leach, 
the editor. The New York journalist, 
John Carter, who wrote the letter, re- 
views the third term tradition in 
American politics, especially in the Re- 
publican party. He puts to the Presi- 
dent a series of questions, among 
which the following are of especial im- 
portance: 

“Do you believe that the tradition 
of American politics is hostile to a 
substantive third term in the Presi- 
dency? 

“Do you believe that your reelection 
would be in harmony with the spirit 
of the common law which has given 
you your present power? 


Silence Is Questioned. 


“Do you consider that your silence 
in no way infringes the dignity of the 
presidential office? 

“Will you accord the electorate the 
leisure to consider whether it may be 
called upon to break with tke tradi- 
tions of 140 years of presidential office? 

“The forum letter is friendly and 
sympathetic in tone throughout, but 
minces no words in emphasizing that 
American tradition is against a third 
term, and quoting from the formal 
statements on the subjects by McKin- 
ley and Roosevelt. 

“*The custom governing the Presi- 
dency has at least the force of an un- 
broken observance in practice,’ the let- 
ter continues, ‘while the only attempts 
to evade it in theory have been de- 
feated. No Democratic President has 
sought more than eight years of office. 
Two Republican Presidents have 
sought to exceed this period and have 
failed. The tradition of two terms has 
seemed so inherent in our political 
life that all observers have declared it 
to be all but organic. 

“*As a student of American history, 
no less than as a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts bar, you fully appreciate 
the part which custom plays both in 
our jurisprudence and in our political 
life? In a democratic republic such as 
ours custom must inevitably share the 
burden of government and be the sub- 
stitute for statute. Is not the wiss 
custom governing the effective term 
of presidential office an integral part 
of the common law as it affects our 
Constitution?’ 


Cites Grant and Roosevelt. 


“The letter also points out that 
President Coolidge’s silence has al- 
ready led to a suspicion that he is 
willing to accept another nomination, 
if it has the force and aspect of popu- 
lar demand, adding ‘such were the 
methods of Grant in 1880 and Roosevelt 
in 1912.’ 

“The Forum’s letter further points 
out that it is not fair to the voters to 
delay a positive statement too long. 
The source of presidential power is the 
people, and the people have a right to 
know in advance, and well in advance, 
whether they must decide on the third- 
term question at the approaching elec- 
tion. It also makes the point that 
President Coolidge’s silence confuses 
and embarrasses other presidential as- 
pirants in both parties. The Democrats 
do not know whether the third-term 
issue is to be injected into the cam- 
paign. 

“As for the Republicans ‘your sup- 
port is indispensable to another man’s 
success. Your recent public rebuff to 
Herbert Hoover, in which you declared 
him ineligible as Secretary of State, 
has been construed as a rebuke to the 
indiscretions of those who support 
your Secretary of Commerce for the 
Presidency. Former Gov. Lowden is 
risking your displeasure and a rift in 
the party by building up support for 
his candidacy among the farmers of 
the West, but will be powerless against 
your control of the Southern delega- 
tions. The Vice President, whatever 
his ambitions, is compelled to maintain 
an attitude of quiesence. You have the 
power in your party, and by silence 
you can both punish opposition to your 
leadership and expose to ridicule and 
failure any man who seeks to lead in 
your default.’ ””

stopping as she passed through the up- 

hall to tell Gray, who was hiding 
nm another room, that she would be 
with him soon. 

She said she went to bed until her 
husband was asleep. Then she joined 
Gray, who had already drunk almost a 
quart of whisky after she left him. 


“J Guess That’s Done.” 


“He kissed me,” the confession read, 
“and he went into my husband’s room. 
I saw Gray strike with the sash weight, 
and my husband groaned twice. I saw 
Gray tie my husband, pour chloroform 
on the pillow and push my husband's 
head into the pillow. 

“Gray came out to me in the hall 
and said, ‘I guess that’s done.’” 

She said that the picture wire was 
put around Snyder’s throat only after 
blood-stained garments had. been 
burned and the house had been upset 
to simulate a burglary. 

She said that the only reason she 
decided to do away with her husband 
was that she feared for her own life 
at his hands. 

The confession was accepted in evi- 
dence. 

Cross- examining Assistant District 
Attorney Daley, Danna Wallace, for 
Mrs. Snyder, brought out that two 
pages of the confession were not signed 
by Mrs. Snyder, though all the other 
pages were. 

A carbon copy of the confession then 
was produced bearing the signatures of 
Mrs. Snyder on every page. It was 
admitted to evidence over objection of 
defense counsel that this constituted 
altering an original document already 
accepted as evidence. 

McLaughlin then told of being in- 
troduced to Gray in the district attor- 
ney’s office after arrival of the de- 
fendant with officers from Syracuse. 

He said that Gray told him Mrs. 
Snyder had attempted to take her 
husband’s life half a dozen times be- 
fore Gray decided to help her and pur- 
chased the sash weight, wire and chlo- 
roform. Gray was then quoted as say- 
ing when he struck Snyder the vic- 
tim grabbed him and he dropped the 
sash weight. Mrs. Snyder picked it 
up, he was quoted as saying, and beat 
her husband until he lay still. 

From that point on the confessions 
of Gray and Mrs. Snyder were the 
same. 

On the way back to Syracuse Mc- 
Laughlin said Gray told him he threw 
a brief case out the train window. 

Lieut. Charles Dorschell, who was 
being questioned when court adjourned 
last night, was the first witness called 
to the stand today. 

He identified a diagram of certain 
streets in Kingston, N. Y., which he 
said Gray made after his arrest to show 
where he bought the sash weight, pic- 
ture wire and chloroform with which 
Albert Snyder, the woman defendant’s 
husband, was beaten, strangled and 
anesthetized to death. 

The policeman also said he saw Gray 
sign a confession to the murder, and 
that Gray seemed ‘alert and acting in 
a voluntary manner. 


How Gray Confessed. 


Police Lieutenant McDermott, one of 
the two officers who arrested Gray in 
Syracuse the day after the murder, was 
next called, and under questioning by 
counsel for Gray, told details of the 
arrest. He said Gray told them that 
he had been in Syracuse all during the 
week-end. 

The policeman said Gray told him 
of Haddon Gray and Harry Platt, an- 
other friend, calling on him and 
spending much of the time with him 
the day after the killing. 

“I asked him,” said McDermott, “if 
he knew Mrs. Snyder ‘and he said yes, 
but he hadn’t seen her since the sec- 
ond week in February.” 

The killing of Snyder was on March 

0. 


McDermott acknowledged that Gray 
showed no consciousness of guilt 
while he was kept in Syracuse and 
only “broke” when the train on which 
he was being taken to New York 
reached Poughkeepsie. 

“Lieut. Brown and 1 took him on 
the train,” McDermott said, “and at 
that time he was still taking it all as 


Albany three members of the 
district attorney’s office boarded the 
train and entered our stateroom.” 

“And all five of you threw questions 
at your prisoner continuously?” Gray’s 
lawyer asked. 

“I wouldn't say ‘threw’, but we ques- 
tioned him.” 

“And as the train reached Pough- 
keepsie he ‘broke’ as you would say?” 

“Yes, it was at that, time he con- 
fessed.”’ 

From the train, McDermott said, 
Gray was taken to the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney Newcombe, where half 
a dozen Officials, including District 
Attorney Newcombe and George V. 
McLaughlin, then police commission- 
er, oontinued the questioning. 

“In the district attorney’s office,” 
McDermott continued, “Gray was asked 
if he wanted to make a formal con- 
fession and he said he did. A stenog- 
rapher was called in, the confession 
was reduced to writing and he signed 
it. He also identified the implements 
used in the murder.” 

The witness said that the men ques- 
tioning Gray were very congenial and 
that the way Gray was treated from 
the time he was arrested until he 
signed the confession did not consti- 
tute a third degree. 


Actress in Apartment of Kelly, 
Held as Slayer, Evi- 
dence Says. 


SHE FAINTS AT FUNERAL 


Los es, April 26 (By A. P.).— 
Evide was obtained today that Dor- 
othy Mackaye, stage actress, was drink- 
ing gin fizzes in the Hollywood apart- 
ment of Paul Kelly, film juvenile, early 
last Tuesday morning when her hus- 
band, Ray Raymond, musical comedy 
star, ‘died at a "hospital, allegedly from 
a beating administered by Kelly, the 
district attorney’s office announced. 

Deputy District Attorney Forrest 
Murray, who has been assigned to the 
prosecution of Kelly, charged with mur- 
der, and of Miss Mackaye and Dr. W. J. 
Sullivan, indicteC on two felony counts 
for an alleged attempt to “cover up” 
facts surrounding Raymond’s death, 
said the new evidence would be used in 
Kelly’s trial. 

The evidence shows, Murray said, that 
Miss Mackaye and her friend, Miss 
Helen Wilkinson, left the hospital a 
short time before Raymond died and 
went to Kelly’s apartment. At the hos- 
pital with the dying man the two 
women left Frank Loomis, a theatrical 
man and a close friend of Raymond, 
Murray said. Soon after Miss Mackaye 
had left the hospital Raymond died in 
Loomis’ arms. 

Previously, Miss Mackaye had ad- 
mitted to the authorities that she was 
in Kelly’s apartment the night of April 
16, when the film actor went to her 
home and engaged in a fist fight with 
her husband. 

Miss Mackaye collapsed today after 
viewing the body of her husband. 

She was rushed home by her father, 
John Mackaye, of Denver, following 
funeral services for Raymond, and did 
not follow the body to the grave. 

The dead actor’s mother; Mrs. A. R. 
Cedarbloom, of Forest Hills, N. Y., 
fainted after viewing the face of her 
son.

Many Term Train Attacks 
Catholic Rebellion and 
Offer Calles Aid. 


WAR SECRETARY IN FIELD 


Mexico City, April 26 (By A. P.).— 
Having defeated an attack on the 
Juarez-Mexico city train Sunday morn- 
ing and routed in a five-hour battle 
the outlaws who committed the Gua- 
dalajara train outrage a week ago, fed- 
eral forces today continued a vigorous 

campaign against rebels in the state 
of Jellico and were taking precautions 
to prevent train attacks elsewhere. 

Meanwhile it was stated that Presi- 
dent Calles has received many mes- 
sages of support from many parts of 
the country, with offers to fight for 
the government against the “Catholic 
rebellion,” which the government 
again charged was responsible for the 
recent train attack. 

A government statement said that 
the brave fight of soldiers in a military 
train which preceded the Juarez-Mex- 
ico City train prevented an assault 
that might have equaled the Guada- 
lajara attack, which caused the deaths 
of about 100 persons. The statement 
says that the most recent attack also 
was “organized by the Catholic episco- 
pate and led by Catholic extremists.” 

Military trains, carrying machine 
guns, are traveling ahead of some of 
the most important passenger trains, 
and all other trains have increased 
guards of federal soldiers to prevent 
or defeat further attacks. 

Today’s statement declared that the 
Guadalajara outlaws had been defeat- 
ed in a five-hour battle at El Guitar- 
rero valley, in the state of Jalisco, and 
that 60 members of the band were 
killed. The statement added that the 
rebels were commanded by “the Catho- 
lic priests Vaga and Aguila.” The fate 
of these men was not stated. 

The number of federal troops in the 
fleld at Jalisco has not been revealed, 
but it was said that Secretary of War 
Amaro is personally directing the anti- 
rebel eg ge there. It also was in- 
dicated that large forces of federal 
soldiers will continupe the campaign 
until the various movements are 
crushed. 

Merida, Yucatan, Mexico, April 26 
(By A. P.).—On orders from Mexico 
City, Archbishop Martin Tritschler, of 
Yucatan, today was placed aboard the 
American steamship Mexico, sailing 
from Progreso for Havana and New 
York. The motive for the deportation 
is not known kere.

BETTER NEWS FROM CHINA. 


The statement issued by Foreign Minister 
Chen of the Cantonese government, communi- 
cated through Consul General Lockhart, of 
Hankow, indicates that the Cantonese govern- 
ment has successfully disposed of the red ele- 
ments that threatened to destroy the national- 
ist movement. It also gives an assurance that 
American business interests will receive fair 
treatment by the Cantonese government as fast 


as economic conditions can be restored in the 
Yangtze valley. 

The fact that the American consul general 
and American business men interviewed Minis- 
ter Chen at Hankow is in itself significant. In- 
stead of being overrun by the reds, Hankow is 
evidently in control of the moderates, and 
Minister Chen and Gen. Chiang Hai-Shek are 
working together. The nationalist movement, 
in short, is triumphant over communist influ- 
ence and is moving forward toward the estab- 
lishment of a stable government throughout 
China. Chiang Kai-Shek is preparing for the 
march upon Peking, while Minister Chen is 
giving satisfactory proof of a desire to main- 
‘tain friendly relations with foreigners, or at 
least with Americans. The United States gov- 
ernment can take credit for the latest favorable 
,developments. It refrained from joining in 
‘menaces against the Cantonese, and it is now 
exercising a moderating influence upon other 
powers. 


I'‘RESH AIR TO BE FREE. 


-The personal presence of Commissioners 
Taliaferro and Dougherty in the cells of the 
police court was apparently necessary to con- 
vince the local authorities that the conditions 
‘there are a disgrace to any civilized commu- 
nity. oe 

The commissioners found some 200 human 


beings crowded into space insufficient for 


standing room for half that number. It was 
on Monday morning that the visit was made 
‘at the request of Judge Macdonald, and the 
judge could not have chosen a more opportune 


‘time for the demonstration. Sunday is always 
‘the day of greatest results in the police round- 
‘up of “drunks,” and as the police department 
has an arbitrary rate of $25 as collateral, most 
of those caught in the police dragnet are un- 
‘able to deposit the amount demanded and are 
‘therefore dumped into the pits called cells 
‘without regard to age, sex, color or previous 
condition. 

It is not surprising that Messrs. Dougherty 
‘and Taliaferro were “shocked.” The judges 
‘of the police court have been shocked for some 
months, the police have been shocked and, in 
fact, everybody who has had opportunity to 
‘see conditions as they exist for himself or her- 
self has likewise been shocked by the horrors 
exhibited ‘“‘where men and women were crowd- 
.ed against the bars, many of them being un- 
able to stand upright.’’ 

From this time on the doors of the cell- 
‘rooms will be thrown open, and all prisoners 
will be allowed to stand and breathe some 
fresh air—while it lasts—in the courtyard. 
The visit of the commissioners to the police 
court will at least result in the distribution 
of a whole lot of free air where it is most 
needed. 


TEACHING BY MAIL. 


The Federal Trade Commission will endeavor 
to ‘standardize the practice of correspondence 


schools. To this end it has called a confer- 


ence of some 200 of these concerns who have 
enrolled among their students something over 
1,500,000 men and women. 

Correspondence schools are a comparatively 
new departure in the line of education. Many 
of them have proved highly beneficial to hun- 


dreds of thousands of young men and women 
to whom a regular college training was im- 
possible. But on the other hand there has 
grown up a class of ‘“‘schools’”’ that have in- 
dulged in much misrepresentation and what 
are regarded by the Federal Trade Commission 
as unfair practices. 
While no charges are made directly against 
any particular company or corporation en- 
Saged in the conduct of correspondence 
schools, it is the opinion of the commission 
that through a general conference such prac- 
tices as may be regarded as unfair or unethical 
may*be eliminated. Such complaints as have 
_ been heard from time to time are based largely 
-upon misleading advertising in which promises 
of employment, generally in the civil service of 
the government, are held out perhaps too al- 
luringly. 
The Federal Trade Commission has held nu- 
merous similar conferences with other lines 
of industry and these have resulted in better

SIR GEORGE PAISH'’S DREAM. 

Sir George Paish, former financial adviser 
of the British treasury, recently advised the 
Bond club of New York that the removal of all 
tariff barriers and the cancellation of war 
debts and reparations were necessary for the 


salvation of the world. If these steps are not 
taken, he said, the world would face a uni- 
versal breakdown of credit, resulting in pro- 
longed depression and suffering. Sir George 
pointedly suggested that the United States 
should lead the way in removing tariff bar- 
riers. Great Britain, he added, was putting 
up.tariffs, but only because other countries 
were doing so. “If all the world is engaged 
in putting up its tariffs,” said Sir George, 
“Great Britain must do the same thing. 
There is a certain amount of justice in that.” 
But he thought all tariffs should come down, 
all debts be canceled, and all demands upon 
Germany for reparations be abandoned. 

The distinguished Britisher apparently 
draws his philosophy from the Chinese, who 
are nothing if not logical, When one China- 
man rescues another from death, he becomes 
responsible for the rest of his life for the sup- 
port of the man he has rescued. Isn’t that 
logical? So Sir George Paish, acknowledging 
that the United States saved Europe from de- 
struction, now reasons that the United States 
*‘At the 
moment when it is of vital importance to 
Europe to sell her manufactured goods to the 
world, she is face to face with a situation 
where all the world is producing manufactures 
as never before, and all the world is unwilling 
to buy European manufactures.” 

The world would be a happy place, indeed, 
if its peoples were all one family, living in 
justice, understanding and accord, each group 
or nation striving to help the other, each con- 
tributing to the common welfare, and none 
overreaching the others. There would be no 
such thing as debt, or hunger, or war. Tariffs 
would be unknown, because the fortunate 
would give of their bounty to support the un- 
fortunate, without being robbed in the process. 
All the resources of the world would be com- 
bined in a pool for the benefit of all_man- 


kind. Humanity would have “Yeaohed the age 
of gold. 


Sir George Paish indulges a beautiful 
dream when he advocates the universal re- 
moval of tariffs and the cancellation of all 
debts. It is a dream that can not become a 
reality. Some nations are intelligent, indus- 
trious and prosperous, Others are ignorant, 
lazy and hungry. If a merger of mankind 
could be effected, the intelligent, industrious 
and prosperous peoples would be swamped by 
the horde of barbarous, lazy and criminal 
peoples, 

What is the use of asking advanced nations 
to lower their living standards to the level of 
the brutish millions who are too ignorant and 
lazy to work? What would the world gain if 
the United States should squander its re- 
sources, wealth and prosperity upon besotted 
races that have no desire to improve them- 
selves? Instead of suggesting that Great 
Britain, America and other leading civilized 
nations throw their fortunes into a common 
pool, why does not Sir George Paish suggest 
that backward peoples get busy and learn 
something of the elements that create human 
happiness? 

The United States is not pee industrious, 
but it has sense enough to conserve the fruits 
of its industry by keeping its own market for 
itself. It consumes nearly all that it produces. 
Its people are enabled to consume enormously 
because they are enabled to produce enormous- 
ly. Its market is worth to it more than nine 
times the combined markets of the outside 
world. Sir George Paish asks the United 
States to admit the outside world into the 
American market, and he offers in exchange 
the outside market to Americans. Thus, for- 
eigners living under conditions that Americans 
would not tolerate, and receiving wages that 
would not keep an American alive, would sell 
their cheap goods here; and highly paid Ameri- 
cans would have to sell their goods abroad at 
less than cost in competition with cheaper 
foreign goods. If this would not speedily re- 
duce the United States to the level of the least 
favored nations, nothing would. 

No, thanks, Sir George. Try to devise some 
other method of bringing about the millen- 
nium. Don’t ask Americans to share the fruits 
of their industry with the paupers and idlers 
of the world. 


THE AGRICULTURE BUILDING. 


When Congress made the first appropriation 
for a home for the Department of Agriculture 
the Secretary of that department was James 
Wilson, of Iowa. He was a canny Scot, and 
when he discovered that the appropriation 
that he needed for a suitable building had 
been cut, he decided on a flank movement. In 
fact, he decided on two flank movements, which 
when carried into effect produced a. beautiful 
building with two wings, or flanks, but en- 
tirely devoid of a central body. The Wilson 
buildings, separated by several hundred feet 
of space, have no connection with each other, 
and neither has ever been occupied by a Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. The successors to Mr. 
Wilson have remained in the old brick structure 
that served when the chief was a ‘‘commis- 
sioner’ under the Secretary of the Interior. 

The architects who designed the separated 
wings for “‘Tama Jim” Wilson’s embryo build- 
ing had made all provisions for the ultimate 
joining of the wings to the body, which Mr. 
Wilson well knew would some day be pro- 
vided. And that day is near the dawning. The 
plans have been approved by Secretary Jar- 
dine, and as soon as the pro forma approval of 
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space 
much more than one-fifth of the force now em- 
ployed in the Department of Agriculture.

BUYING FOREIGN FOOD. 


Importing todd into the United States seems 
to be like bringing coal to Newcastle, and yet 
the total value of imported food in 1926 was 
more than $956,751,000, while the total value 
of exports of domestic foodstuffs was about 
$837,687,000. -This is the third time in the 
history of agricultural statistics that the value 
of imports of foodstuffs exceeded the value of 
exports. 

The increase in imports occurred almost ¢ en- 
tirely in tropical products. While exports of 
some food products, such as wheat and corn, 
increased, exports of nearly all meat products 
and fats declined considerably, largely on ac- 
count of. Europe's increased ability to sta 
itself. 

Coffee comprised nearly one-third of the 
value of imports of food products in 1926, 
68 per cent of which came from Brazil. The 
value of sugar imported was nearly one-fourth 
of the total value-of food imports. Although 
the United States in 1926 produced about 
2,069,000,000.pounds of refined sugar, imports 
reached 9,420,000,000 pounds of raw sugar, 
which is equivalent to about . 8,808,000,000 
pounds of refined sugar. Imports of food- 
stuffs from Porto Rico, Hawaii and Alaska in 
1926 were valued at more than $203,176,000, 
while exports to those Territories were valued 
at only about $56,330,000. 


IGNACIO CALDERON. 


Throughout both Americas, in thousands of 
hearts, the death of Ignacio Calderon will be 
mourned. He passed away in this city yester- 


day at a ripe old age after having achieved 
distinction in many fields. He served as Min- 
ister. of Bolivia at this and other capitals, and 
was the acknowledged nestor of diplomats 
and masters of international law. His elo- 
quence brought him fame while he was still 
a young man. On more than one momentous 
occasion he won over stubborn majorities by 
his wonderful gift of oratory, and he never 
employed his skill in behalf of an unworthy 
cause. 

Mr. Calderon was a champion of peace and 
good understanding among the nations of this 
hemisphere. No other statesman of the North 
or South has wielded greater influence for Pan- 
American friendship than Ignacio Calderon. 
He was intensely patriotic and passionately de- 
voted to the people and literatures of Latin 
America, and at the same time an admirer of 
the American people and their institutions.

WEATHER FROM THE SUN. 


The Smithsonian institution has spent 22 
years in a study of the variation of solar radia- 
tion and its relationship to the earth’s weather, 
and as one of the results of that investigation 


is able to announce that the strength of the 
reception of long distance radio appears to be 
almost. wholly dependent. upon the variation 
of the sun’s radiation, This is one of several 
startling discoveries in the investigation of the 
sun’s heat changes by Dr. Abbot. In‘a.recent 
publication by the institution proof is given 
that the sun’s radiation:varies. It is upon this 
discovery that the Smithsonian is able to assert 
that ‘“‘there is a 25'2-3 months’ periodicity in 
this variation which gives: promise of fore- 
casting that length of time in advance.’ 

The recent publication.shows that the devia- 
tion in barometric pressures for the cities of 


Winnipeg, Chicago and New York correspond | 


closely with the deviations in the solar con- 
stant, suggesting ‘‘a definite response'in the 
earth’s weather to: changes in the sun’s 
radiation,”’ 

During the 22 years in which the astro- 
physicists of the Smithsonian have been de- 
veloping proofs that the sun’s radiation varies 
from day to day, as well as from year to year, 
the scientific world has doubted the truth of 
such variation. The proofs now furnished, 
expressed in the simplest form, lead Dr. Ab- 
bot to the conclusion that “they are harmoni- 
ous to the hypothesis that the assumed cause, 
solar variation, has a real relationship to the 
observed effects, namely, barometric change.”’ 
In concluding his important paper Dr. Abbot 
says: “From various evidences assembled in 
this paper, added to, many others previously 
published, my colleagues and myself are more 
and more encouraged to believe that our long 
investigation of solar yariation will yield 
useful, positive results.” | | 

Translated into the vernacular this means 
that the Smithsonian institution believes that 
it has solved the _problem- of long range 
weather forecasting toa very large extent. As 
a result of these discoveries it may be possible 
to forecast broad changes covering seasons, 
thus.giving mankind advance notice of unusual 
heat or cold, wet seasons and droughts, in time 
to guard against famines and other disasters.

FIGHTING TICKS IN CANAL ZONE. 
EAR the middle of Gatun lake, in 
N the Panama Canal] zone, there 
lies an island which has been 

set aside as a means of solving that 
great problem which Charles Darwin 
oy erg pees The problem is: “Do the 
fittest {survive,. and if so, how?’” 

When the Chagres river was drained 
the overflowing waters converted the 
higher hilltops into islands. Barro Colo- 
rado is a large forest covered mountain 
top. The rising waters drove back all 
of the animal life on the mountain 
sides. All of this animal life was finally 
concentrated in a few square miles. 

The powers that be decided to set 
aside this island as a place where life 
could fight it out with the least pos- 
sible amount of interference from man. 
On this island there is a small group 
of houses in which scientists stay while 
studying the animals and the vegeta- 
tion. Here and there are shacks in 
which observers can find shelter for a 
few hours of observation night or day. 
There are a few trails that run from 
landing to shacks. Scientists are wel- 
comed when they come for study, but 
miscellaneous visiting by the heedless 
is not encouraged and killing of game 
is not permitted. 


The only way to get a health story 
for a health column out of Barro Colo- 
rado is to write about insects. The law 
against man killing anything doeg not 
apply to ticks and red bugs. Dr. Chap- 
man, the great authority on birds, 
who is living on the island for a few 
years studying orioles, told me of the 
following methods: 

When he comes in from the wood he 
first goes over his outer garments and 
picks off the ticks. He then removes 
all his clothes. He ‘soaps himself 
with a sulphur soap and takes a gen- 
eral bath. If he finds a tick or red 
bug bite he applies mercuro chrome. 
This kills the insect and cures the bite. 
Before going into the woods he puts 
sulphur into his shoes and on his 
socks. He tells me that many of his 
associates take sulphur internally, the 
theory being that sulphur is secreted 
by the skin and taking it causing the 
skin excretions to repel ticks and chig- 
gers. 


Mr. Baker, a merchant and lumber- 
man who has worked in Centra) 
America many years, tells me that he 
uses @ mild creosote soap when he 
comes out of the jungle. He applies

this to his skin with a brush and then

he washes it off. When his pack ani- 
mals come in from the wood he paints 
them with the same soap. In this way 
he protects them from the insect-borne 
diseases which are so fatal to animals 
in the tropics. 

He tells me that Dr. D. P. Curry of 
the Isthmian health cepartment recom- 
mends the following: 

One pound of yellow soap is dis- 
solved in a small amount of water, and 


‘in this one-half pound of flowers of 


sulphur that is just on the border line 
between solid and liquid. 

The socks and ends of the trousers 
are painted with this. The skin of the 
feet and lower legs is coated with it. 

A timber merchant on the Zone re- 
moves ticks and red bugs by spraying 
the skin with gasoline, using an 
atomizer for the purpose. 


PROBLEM OF SIrUTTERING. 


A. H. writes: Our second boy, tu- 
tored by the first, began talking rath- 
er young and doing a mighty fine job 
of it at a year and a half. Suddenly 
he began to stutter and stammer and 
grew worse so rapidly that in less than 
a month he could hardly utter a single 
sentence -(short ones at that) without 
much trouble. 

To me it seemed that his mind 

worked faster than his mouth. Some- 
times he could not begin his sentence 
and after several efforts would give up 
Again, he would break off suddenly in 
the middle of a well-begun sentence 
and with’ tears in his eyes would 
whimper: “I can’t say what 1 want to 
say.” 
We felt pretty blue about it because 
we thought he would be a confirmed 
stutterer all his life. On a doctor’s 
advice our only effort to cure him was 
to encourage him to speak ‘more slowly. 
We seldom referred to the child’s de- 
fect in his presence. This impediment, 
or whatever it was, persisted for prob- 
ably three or four months, and left 
almost as suddenly as it had begun. 

Today, less than 15 months after the 
beginning of the ailment, there isn’t a 
trace of it, and the boy is a normal, 
red-blooded roughneck of whom we 
American dads are so proud.

Under the direction of President 
Montgomery, the Acacia has grown to 
occupy the position of Washington's 
largest financial institution, closing 
1926 with $226,276,746 insurance in 
‘Otce and at the close of business yos- 
terday this had soared to $237,645,200, 
with more than 100,000 policy holders 
throughout the country, while assets 
aré now $21,000,000 compared with 
$14,000 in 1893. 

HZugene E. Thompson was toastmas- 
ter. J. Harry Cunningham, vice presi- 
dent of the association, extended greet- 
ings from the officers and directors 
‘and paid tribute to the faith and 
Vision of the man who made the suc- 
cess of the Acacia possible. Roger J. 
Whiteford, spoke on the company as a 
Washington institution; E. Lee Trinkle, 
former governor of Virginia, spoke for 
the policy holders in Virginia and out- 
lined Acacia as'a national factor of 
the future. Other brief talks were by 
Charles E. Balwwin, insurance commis- 
sioner of the District; J. Claude Keiper, 
and W. L. Andrews, of Virginia.

EW YORK, April 26 (By A. P.).— 

Difficulties besetting Tex Rick- 
A ard’s outdoor heavyweight pro- 
k — came to a head today when the 

ew York athletic commission, at the 
request of the Massachusetts boxing: 
board, suspended Paulino Uzcudun for 
failure to fulfill an agreement, to box 
in ‘Boston April 18. 

Suspension of the Spanish wood- 
chopper came just a week after the 
commission ruled Jack Dempsey out of 
a match with Paulino at the Yankee 
stadium, June 22, on the ground that 
the light-heavyweight champion should 
first “clean up” his own division be- 
fore venturing further into the ranks 
of the heavyweights. 

The ruling acted also as a blow to 
Rickard’s hope of matching Paulino 
against Jack Dempsey.in the former 
champion’s comeback effort on that 
date as a substitute for the Delaneéy- 
Uzcudun bout. 


It was tempered, however, by the 
commission’s tolerant attitude to- 
ward Jimmy Maloney and. Jack 
Sharkey, who appeared before the 
board to explain contract difficul- 
ties which have threatened to halt 
semifinal elimination tournament 
matches scheduled for the stadium 
on May 19. 


The Boston heavyweights forestall- 
ed suspensions by agreeing to carry 
out prior contracts with Boston and 
Chicago promoters after their clash 
here. Mayonel will fight Tom Henney 
at the earliest possible date in Bos- 
ton, and Sharkey will keep a date with 
Pat McCarthy, a fellow townsman, in 
Chicago, 

A lone barrier now remains before 
the Sharkey-Maloney fray in the form 
of an injunction suit brought by Wal- 
ter Taylor, Chicago promoter, to pre- 
vent the match unless Maloney battles 
Johnny Riske in Cleveland. 

Tex Rickard said no steps had been 
taken to fill the gap that now looms 
in the elimination tournament pro- 
gram. He expects to see representa- 
tives of Dempsey soon and learn de- 
tails of the former champion’s come- 
back intentions. 


The New York board announced 
it would act in conjunction with 
the Wisconsin boxing commission 
in the future. An agreement also 
has been reached with Brazil. 


The lst of reinstatements today was 
headed by Tod Morgan, junior light- 
weight champion, who was suspended 
last winter for scaling overweight for 
a match with Phil McGraw, of Detroit. 
Johnny Risko, of Cleveland, and Ace 
Hudkins, Nebraska, welterweight, also 
were returned to good standing.

He found his wife on 
the cellar floor, a few feet away from 
the steps. She was unconscious and

British Silent on China, 
Despite Plea in Commons 


London, April 26 (By A. P.).—Un- 
availing efforts were made in the house 
of commons today to induce the gov- 
ernment to reveal its next step in 
China. The government’s spokesmen 
would only say that the whole situation 
was still under discussion. 

In reply to many questions, Godfrey 
Locker-Lampson, undersecretary for 
foreign affairs, reviewed the existing 
position in China. The area of the 
Yangtse valley, he said, was still dis- 
turbed, neither the lives nor the prop- 
erty of foreigners being secure; but 
elsewhere, China was quiet. 

The British consulates in Changtu, 
Chungking, Ichang and Changsha were 
closed, and the British gunboats had 
been withdrawn from those places 
Likewise the American, Japanese and 
French communities had withdrawn. 
Only about 200 British and 75 Ameri- 
cans, mostly men, remained in Hankow, 
while the British consuls at Hankow, 
Nanking and Chingkiang had been 
obliged to establish themselves aboard 
ship. The remaining British residents 
had also taken to the ships for safety. 


Wiss Craig, American, Set 
Free by Chinese Bandits 


Shanghai, April 26 (By A. P.).—Miss 
Mary I. Craig, Philadelphia nurse re- 
cently kidnaped by bandits in Yunnan 
province, has been released. American 
Consul General Gauss was advised from 
Yunnanfu, capital of Yunnan province, 
today that Miss Craig was free and well. 


Miss Craig, a medical missionary of 
the China inland mision, was captured 
near Yunnanfu more than a week ago. 


The Rev. Morris Slichter, of Toronto, 
Canada, and his eight-year-old daugh- 
ter, were killed by the bandits. Mrs. 
Slichter and their five-year-old son were 
taken prisoner together with Miss 
Craig. 

Official advices to the Canadian gov- 
ernment last Saturday said Mrs. Slich- 
ter was at Shihtsung, Yunnan province, 
wounded, No details were given and 
there was no mention of her young son.

With two exceptions all of the local 
bills affecting Montgomery and Prince 
Georges county, not previously passed 
upon, were signed today. Of the two 
vetoes, one applies to the bill amend- 
ing the charter of Mount Rainer. 
present law provides a maximum tax 
of 40 cents. 

The governor pointed out that this 
bill repeals and reenacts a prior lew, 
which was itself repealed, and the ef- 
fect would be to restore the old maxi- 
mum tax of 20 cents, which is not de- 
sired, and which would not enable the 
town to meet its necessary expenses, 

House bill No. 458, exempting — 
property volunteer fire companies in 
Prince Georges county from local taxa- 
tion and assessments, was the other 
measure vetoed. The governor . said 
this was not the law in other counties 
and if there was to be legislation on 
the subject it oughf to be uniform? 

The governor signed the Maryland- 
Washington metropolitan district act. 

Other Montgomery and Prince Georges 
county bills approved include: 

Montgomery—New dog license jaw 
and payment of damages for sheep and 
fowl killed by unlicensed canines; au- 
diting books of the several county offi- 
cials; election of two additional county 
commissioners; fixing compensation. of

Telegrams were sent to the operators 
of the 104 stations notifying them that 
if they continued service without ob- 
taining some approval from the com- 
mission, they would be liable to crimi- 
nal prosecution and. the $5,000 fine 
which the law provides, At the same 
time Commissioner Bellows explained 
that it was probable that very few of 
the 104 stations were likely to suffer 
penalties. A number of them are un- 
derstood to have decided to abandon 
business. Others are believed to have 
applications in the mail.

ONE-SALARY SCHEDULE 
SOUGHT OF CONGRESS 


Branch Library System, Arch- 
itect and Better Juvenile 
Laws Other Aims. 


The District Congress of Parent- 
Teachers Associations will continue its 
efforts for an elective school board 
and for more publicity concerning 
school expenditures, it was decided yes- 
terday at the first day’s session of the 


organization’s two-day annual meeting 
at the Raleigh hotel. 

The legislative program, which was 
adopted without discussion, was sub- 
mitted by Mrs. W. T. Bannerman, 
chairman of the legislative committee. 
It also embraces a single salary sched- 
ule for teachers, a branch library. sys- 
tem, school architect separate from the 
municipal architect, “clarification and 
improvement” of. juvenile court laws 
and those relating to the women’s bu- 
reau. 

A school bond issue is opposed. 

As to the 74 additional school teach-., 
ers, Dr. F. W. Ballou, superintendent, 
sought at the last session of Congress 
and did not obtain, and other contro- 
versial matters, the association is to 
withhold its attitude until the bureau 
of efficiency makes its report. The ef- 
ficiency bureau is conducting a survey 
of the school system. When it makes 
its report the association plans to study 
tt fully before taking any stand, it was 
made known. 

No definite plan of improving the 
juvenile court system has been formu- 

ted, but the association’s reference to 

he woman’s bureau is taken to mean 
lt fayors the policewomen’s bill in its 
amended form or in the form in which 
if died at the last session of Con- 
gress, 


Single Salary Schedule Sought. 


The single salary schedule is to be 
sought with a view to keeping compe- 
tent teachers in the elementary grades. 
Under the single salary plan-a teacher 
fulfilling certain qualifications .would 
receive the prescribed salary régard- 
less Of the grade she taught. At pres- 
ent teachers meeting certain qualifi- 
cations must automatically be ad- 
vanced to the junior high and high 
school grades, it is explained, to the 
detriment of the lower classes. 

Yesterday’s meeting was devoted al- 
most entirely to the reading of reports. 
Mrs. Giles Scott Rafter, president, 
reported on the activities of the 
organization during the last year, and 
annual reports also were made by Mrs. 
James W. Byler, corresponding secre- 
tary; Mrs. Harriet F. Saunders, first 
vice president, and Mrs. H. 8S. Parsons, 
the association’s delegate to the Fed- 
eration of Citizens Associations. 

The individual school organizations 
do far more than merely hold meetings, 
their annual reports showed. For ex- 
ample, one association raised $50 with 
which to send its school principal to a 
convention in St. Louis. The principal 
could not accept the money, so it was 
used to build a fence around tue school. 


Much Help Given. 


Accessories ranging all the way from 
volley balls to jumping ropes, stereop- 
ticon slides, shrubbery, and even 
benches and textbooks were furnished 
by the associations. Christmas trees and 
Easter outings, to say nothing of the 
milk and crackers which the children 
must have at recess, were the results 
of contributions by some of the organi- 
zations.

QUIENTIFIG DIOGOVERIES 


Tell National Academy of Im- 
prints Made by Prehis- 
toric Animals. 


PUEBLO IS TOPIC OF ONE 


Four local scientific authorities were 
among the eighteen leading scientists 
of the nation who submitted reports at 
the sessions of the annual meeting of 
the National Academy of Science yes- 
terday in the Academy building, 
Twenty-first and B streets northwest. 

The four told of the imprints left 
by animals and plants which flourished 
on this continent millions of years ago. 
They were: Dr. Charles W. Gilmore, of 
the National museum; Dr. John C. 
Merriam, of the Carnegie institution; 
Dr. David White, of the geological sur- 
vey, and Dr. Neil M. Judd, of the Na- 
tional museum. 

Dr. Gilmore described the footprints 
of unknown vertebrate animals, which 
he discovered in stone in the Grand 
canyon, Arizona, when he headed two 
expeditions for collections for the mu- 
seum. The animals, he said, appar- 
ently roamed over what were then mud 
flats, but which today are stone and 
still hold the: queer imprints. 

The imprints made by the flowers 
and plants in the canyon rocks were 
described by Dr: White, while Dr. 
Merriam told «cw the significance of 
geological range of animal species and 
exhibited some results of research work. 
Dr. Judd recounted the architectural 
evolution of Pueblo Bonito, a town in 
Chaco canyon, N. Mex., which is one 
of the largest and best preserved pre- 
historic Pueblo villages of the South- 
west.

Corporation Counsel Would 
Restrict Power in Opinion 
Sent to Commissioners. 


LIQUOR CASE CITED 
TO SUSTAIN STAND 


Declares Such Action Allow- 
able Only When Drivers Vio- 
late City Ordinances. 


Corporation Counsel Francis H. Ste 
phens yesterday submitted to the com- 
missioners an opinion that the director 
of traffic should have his activity in 
revoking automobile drivers’ permits 
restricted to cases in which the traffic 
laws and regulations have been dis- 


obeyed. To do otherwise, Stephens 
said, would be to permit him authority 
to “suspend or revoke a permit for vio- 
lation of any regulation or law from 
spitting on the sidewalk to murder.” 

The opinion, which was approved by 
the commissioners, was rendered in the 
case of F. D. Rabbitt, who was arrested 
last January for leaving after colliding. 
His permit was revoked, but his case 
was nolle prossed in court, whereupon 
his permit was restored. Subsequently 
he was arrested on a charge of illegal- 
ly manufacturing liquor and Acting 
Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge ask- 
ed the commissioners to advise him 
whether, in such cases, he should re- 
voke permits. The question was sub- 
mitted to Stephens, who, in his opin- 
ion, said: 


Would Limit Power. 


“I am of the opinion that the di- 
rector could not now revoke the permit. 
I think this authority should be rea- 
sonably confined to traffic laws and 
regulations. There is no longer any 
traffic matter involved, for the collid- 
ing case is ended. He is now charged 
with making whisky. 

“The director of traffic inquires if he 
has power to cancel the permit and 
what policy to pursue in this kind of 
case. I do not think it was the in- 
tention of Congress to invest the di- 
rector of traffic with any authority 
outside of traffic and give him po 
to revoke permits of citizens in aill 
matters, outside as well as within the 
traffic regulations. 

The commissioners also considered 
an appeal of Carl T. Palmer, attorney 
in the prohibition unit, whose driving 
permit was suspended for 60 days by 
Eldridge for alleged use of ungentle- 
manly language to two young women 
employed in the traffic department. 
The commissioners ordered his permit 
restored, Eldridge having recommended 
to them in an Official communication 
that they do so. 


Maj.C.H. Brown Gives 
Playground Plans 


Maj. Cary H. Brown, of the office of 
public buildings and public parks, yes- 
terday outlined to a meeting of play- 
ground directors in the District build- 
ing the plans of the National Capital 
park and planning commission to pro- 
vide recreation facilities for every per- 
son, young and old, resident in Wash- 
ington. 

He outlined the project to divide the 
city into small districts and ultimately 
to consolidate in each all recreation fa- 
cilities in community centers to com-~- 
prise playgrounds, swimming pools, 
branch libraries and other features. 
These would supplement the smaller 
playgrounds located adjacent to school 
buildings.
